IT'S A COLORFUL WORLD 

Thank you for ["The Diversity Test,” 
August 25]. Working at UVM for the last 
seven years, the lack of racial and ethnic 
diversity within our edLication system is 
a concern, as our new college students 
can sometimes have trouble finding role 
models and mentors who look like them 
and share similar experiences as people 
of color. I can only imagine how many 
more students from underrepresented 
backgrounds we could have in colleges 
and universities if they found those role 
models in the K-12 system. 

I find it truly disturbing and disap- 
pointing that there doesn’t seem to be a 
system in place at a variety of state levels 
to even do the basic tracking of statistic s 
as to how school districts are recruiting, 
interviewing and retaining teachers of 
color. I am fortunate enough to work in 
a department that values diversity, and 
within my own team of two dozen pro- 
fessionals, more than half of us identify 
as people of color. Recruitment and the 
retention of professionals of color is pos- 
sible, even in places with leaders who 
identify as white. 

As we go into another series of elec- 
tions for multiple state offices, my hope 
is that the gubernatorial candidates 
seriously address this lack of diversity 
within the school systems. Failing to fix 
this problem in a country that is getting 


younger and more ethnically and racially 
diverse threatens to make Vermont out 
of touch globally, socially and economi- 
cally. There may be “good people" in 
these systems, but we need to do better.

T he Mother of All Democratic 
Gubernatorial Primaries is 
midway through its umpteenth 
week, but there’s still no sign of 
a definitive winner. 

I'm starting to feel like BILL MURRAY 
in Groundhog Day — forced to relive 
the same 24 hours over and over again. 
You’d think they could have settled all 
of this while I was away on vacation, but 

So, the Great Recount starts 
Wednesday. Depending on who you ask, 
it could end as soon as Saturday or as 
late as next Friday, September 17 — three 
days after the originally scheduled pri- 
mary date of Tuesday, September 14! 

Based on anestimateofSOOballotsper 
hour, Chittenden County Deputy Clerk 
anne williams predicts it will take at least 
26 hours just to recount Burlington’s bal- 
lots. That doesn’t include the county’s 17 

But Sen. DOUG RACINE shows no signs of 
calling off the recount. Nor will he say if 
any scenario would prompt him to do so. 
In the 2008 Chittenden County Senate 
primary, DENISE BARNARD questioned her 
narrow election night loss to TIM ASHE 
(D/P-Chittenden) when some bad math 
was discovered the next day. She called 
for a recount, but when the Burlington 
ballots confirmed the final tallies, she 
pulled the plug. 

“We’re just going to have to see how 
the recount goes and, if there are any 
vote changes, to size up those changes 
and then make a decision,” Racine told 
“Fair Game.” 

As in Ashe's case, any changes in elec- 
tion night numbers are more likely to be 
the result of recording mistakes than mis- 
cast ballots. Ditto the state auditor’s race 
recount of 2006, which took six weeks to 
complete and overturned the results. 

A total of 74,633 ballots need to be 
recounted. Of those votes cast, puta- 
tive winner Sen. PETER SHUMLIN received 
18,276, while his four challengers re- 
ceived 54,740. Shumlin is taking advan- 
tage of the “waiting period” to reach out 
to the people who voted for his challeng- 
ers as well as anyone else who will listen 
to his pitch. 

Shumlin also needs to raise cash after 
the most expensive gubernatorial pri- 
mary in state history. We’ll find out just 
how much everyone spent next week, 


when the postprimary campaign-finance 
filings are reported to the secretary of 

“The recount certainly hasn’t made 
fundraising any easier, but we are moving 
ahead and making progress,” said ALEX 
MACLEAN, Shumlin’s campaign manager. 

Many donors may be willing to cut 
checks, but not until after the recount. 
Hard to hire campaign workers without 
any cash on hand. Maybe Shumlin will 
have to dip into his own pockets like he 
did during the primary, eh? 

So much for the theory that an early 
primary would give one of the five Dems 
the necessary few extra weeks to prepare 
for battling Lt. Gov. BRIAN DUBIE. 

For his part, the lite gov is taking ad- 
vantage of the delay to launch a "mara- 
thon” tour of the state — a 26.2-hour, 
nonstop political caravan. 


Anybody who needs a gimmick like 
that to convince people he’s serious 
about “running” for governor has bigger 
problems than lack of an opponent.

Contempt for the Courts? 

Storyteller and filmmaker MALCOLM "MAC 
PARKER missed a key deadline Friday in 
the ongoing state probe into the multi- 
million-dollar financing of his film Birth 
oflnnocence. 

It's not the first time he’s failed to 
provide a complete accounting of how 
much money he raised, and spent, on 
his film. Parker allegedly violated state 
securities laws by trying to pass off the 
approximately $13 million he raised (as 
of February 2009) as “loans” rather than 
“investments." Of that money, nearly $4 
million went to a silent partner named 
LOUIS soteriou, who disappeared earlier 

WANDA OTERO, Parker’s attorney, said 
the accounting effort is proving to be 
onerous. She said the state is better 
equipped to do it because it has copies 
of all Parker’s files. Asking Parker to do 
the math is akin to asking the defendant 
to help the prosecution, she notes. 

The state has, once again, asked the 
court to fine Parker for failing to com- 
plete the accounting. 

Meanwhile, Parker’s former film 
editor, HORACE WILLIAMS, continues to 
cooperate with a federal probe into 
Parker’s film fundraising. Williams spent 
two and a half hours helping counsel at 
the U.S. Attorney's Office in Burlington 
by describing the chain of events before 
a federal grand jury. 

Williams is one of few people who 
has met Soteriou and understands the 
film’s history and content. 


“My sole motive since May has been 
to preserve the possibility that the movie 
can be completed so that the investors 
have a chance to get at least some of 
their money back,” said Williams.

Prior to being at the Democmt and 
Chronicle, Fogler served for three 
years as president and publisher of 
the Ithaca Journal. During his tenure, 
Gannett consolidated its printing of the 
Ithaca, Binghamton and Elmira papers 
at Binghamton, and outsourced other 
services to other Gannett outposts, ac- 
cording to JIM bilinski of the alt-weekly 
Ithaca Times. 

Sound familiar? 

Eventually, the Binghamton pub- 
lisher took control of all three papers 
and Fogler was shipped off to Rochester. 
After Fogler left, Gannett made yet an- 
other sweeping round of staff cuts, es- 
sentially “gutting the Ithaca Journal and 
the other papers,” said Bilinski. 

Bilinski said Fogler is a nice guy. “He 
doesn’t have a lot of experience on the 
editorial side,” Bilinski said of Fogler’s 
publishing skills. "He seems to be much 
more comfortable in marketing."

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White River Junction Neighbors 
Exchange Hate-Crime Accusations 



L ast Friday, the owner of a used bike 
shop at 52 Bridge Street in White 
River Junction came to work and 
found swastikas spray-painted on 
the side of the building along with the words 
“We kill cats." The overnight vandalism is 
the latest event in a seven-year feud between 
neighbors that could also be characterized 
as a classic Vermont culture clash. 

To some, Bob Pickering, the shop’s 
illiterate owner, is a gruff but harmless 
character who is trying to eke out a modest 
living by salvaging, repairing and reselling 
secondhand bicycles. 

To others, especially David Fairbanks 
Ford, owner of the Main Street Museum 
next door, Pickering is a racist and ho- 
mophobic bully who’s repeatedly threat- 
ened him and his tenants, harassed his 
patrons, interrupted museum events, and, 
Ford alleges, killed his cat. Furthermore, 
Ford now claims his business is suffering. 
He's had to reduce the number of hours 
the museum is open to protect his patrons 
from Pickering. 

Ford, 48, claims the problems began in 
2003, shortly after he bought the three- 
story brick building at 58 Bridge Street, 
where he lives and runs his business. 


The Main Street Museum features trav- 
eling exhibits as well as eclectic permanent 
collections of unusual items from around 
the world, such as animal skulls, snake 
skins, evil-eye charms, good-luck amulets, 
wreaths of human hair, even a vodka glass 
purportedly once used by the 18th-century 
Russian poet Aleksandr Pushkin. The 
museum also hosts special events, such as 
movie nights and literary readings. 

Shortly after he moved in, Ford claims, 
Pickering began shouting at his friends 
and patrons, calling them “faggots” and 
“niggers." According to Ford, Pickering, 
who also serves as caretaker and night 
watchman for several nearby buildings, 
has threatened to tow his patrons' cars, 
even when they’re parked legally. As a 
result, Ford posted a sign outside his busi- 
ness warning customers not to park near 
the bike shop. 

In an October 2008 incident, Ford 
alleges, Pickering followed a female 
patron into his museum and "touched her 
inappropriately.” In another, he claims, 
Pickering shouted at members of a band 
playing a museum event and threatened to 
slash their tires. 

More troubling!)', in 2005, Ford claims, 


Pickering complained repeatedly about 
Ford's cat "ruining” the neighborhood and 
threatened to "break its neck” with his bare 
hands. Weeks later, Ford's cat was found 
dead in his parking lot with its neck broken. 

Ford has since filed a no-trespass order 
against Pickering and has documented 
these and other incidents on the museum's 
Wiki page. 

“It’s just on and on and on,” he says, 
and notes that the museum is now open 
by appointment only. "I can't run a normal 
organization this way.” 

It’s a different story at Bob's Bike Shop, 
identified only by a hand-lettered card- 
board sign in the window that reads: “I 
take all used bikes.” 

Last Thursday, the day before the graf- 
fiti incident, Pickering’s wife, Elizabeth, 
and older sister, Betty Tatham, sat on 
folding chairs while Pickering, 63, cleaned 
some bike gears with grease-stained fin- 
gers. About two dozen used bikes lined the 
unadorned walls. 

None of the three was aware of Ford's 
Wiki page. Elizabeth Pickering asked me 
to read Ford’s allegations aloud, explain- 
ing, “We can't read or write, and that's why 
it’s so hard for us.” 


Her husband's reaction was immediate 
and explosive. "That’s all a pack of lies! I 
ain’t never killed a cat in my life,” Pickering 
shouted, asserting that it's Ford who's 
causing trouble in the neighborhood. Then 
he stormed out the door. 

"He gets a little wound up,” Elizabeth 
Pickering explained. “He takes it the wrong 
way and gets angry." 

When Bob Pickering returned, he 
said neither he nor his wife had any fur- 
ther comment. 

Pickering’s landlord is Daniel Johnson, 
an architect who keeps a studio in the same 
building. Johnson says he “inherited” the 
conflict between Pickering and Ford when 
he bought the building three years ago. 
Since then, he’s had to hire an attorney to 
represent him against Ford, who’s threat- 
ened to sue for loss of business. 

Johnson says Pickering has served as 
the building's caretaker for years and does 
odd jobs for various local businesses. A few 
years ago, he offered Pickering the use of 
the vacant storefront as a bike shop. 

"From my point of view, he is someone 
who just wants to be useful,” Johnson says 
of Pickering. ‘What happens to someone 


Vermont’s Secessionist Movement 
Debuts Something New: Candidates 


I s Vermont’s secessionist move- 
ment a “green tea party”? A recent 
Huffington Post article, headlined 
"Vermont Revolutionaries and the 
Rise of a Green Tea Party,” drew the paral- 
lel between Glenn Beck’s antigovernment 
minions and the Vermonters who want to 
break away from the U.S. 

True, both movements have orga- 
nized in reaction to what they perceive 
as runaway federal spending. Both view 
Washington as “broken.” And both are 
fielding political candidates for the first 
time this year — Vermont's secessionists 
have a slate of 10 men running for gover- 
nor, lieutenant governor and state House 
and Senate seats. 

But there’s one gigantic difference, says 
Thomas Naylor, founder of the Second 
Vermont Republic movement. While tea 
partiers think the system’s fixable, the 
secessionists believe America has become 
ungovernable — and that Vermont must 
break away from “the empire” to survive. 

Headline aside, Naylor says the HuffPo 
article captured the movement accurately. 


But he wants to make clear: tea partiers 
are not comparable to secessionists. “They 
want to fine-tune the Constitution, follow 
the rules, and everything’s going to be all 
right That’s bullshit.” 

To drive the distinction home, the 
Second Vermont Republic last week added 
Che Guevara’s iconic visage to the green- 
and-blue flag that is its symbol. 

"This is no right-wing secessionist 
movement,” Naylor says. ‘We’ve got almost 
nobody who's in it because they want to 
save [on] taxes.” 

In fact, the loosely organized seces- 
sionist slate doesn't come with one unified 
platform but with a range of viewpoints 
on how Vermont should “go it alone.” The 
secessionist candidates are running as in- 
dependents, in part because their politics 
are all over the map. 

Gubernatorial candidate Dennis Steele, 
a hulking, Paul Bunyanesque web devel- 
oper from rural Kirby, believes Vermont 
must abandon ship or be dragged down 
by the Titanic that is the sinking American 
economy. Steele’s singular goal is a two- 


thirds vote in the legislature to deliver 
articles of secession to Washington, estab- 
lishing Vermont as an independent repub- 
lic, as it was from 1777 to 1791. 

"What other choice do we have?” Steele 

The candidate for lieutenant gover- 
nor, 54-year-old car wholesaler Peter 
Garritano of Shelburne, was a lifelong 
Democrat until “annoyance with the 
empire” pushed him into the secessionist 
camp, he says. Earlier this year, Garritano 
posted a Craigslist ad under “government 
jobs” seeking candidates to run for the 
legislature. Two respondents are now on 
the ballot: musician Steve Laible, run- 
ning for Senate in Chittenden County, 
and Champlain College adjunct professor 
Todd Pritsky, running for a House seat in 
Fletcher. Pritsky says he's “sympathetic to 
the cause but not 100 percent committed” 
to the secessionist movement. 

“I’m tired of us slaughtering people," 
says Garritano, who is fighting to stop 
the Air Force from basing F-35 jets in 
Burlington. “The other guys — they don't

want to talk about the military and it 
breaking our budget.” 

Even less convinced is Gaelan Brown, 
a 34-year-old state Senate candidate in 
Washington County. Brown, who works 
for solar panel company groSolar and lives 
in Fayston, labels himself a secessionist but 
says his primary goal is making Vermont 
self-sufficient when it comes to food, 
energy and finance. 

“Vermont doesn’t have to secede tobecome 
a more sustainable state,” Brown says. 

At least one candidate on the Second 
Vermont Republic's list sounds almost 
antisecession. Terry Jeroloman, a retired 
lawyer from Burlington running for state 
Senate in Chittenden County, decided to 
run after interviewing several secession- 
ists on his local access TV show, "Vermont 
Today” on VCAM. 

"I agree that we should talk about it and 
talk about the possibility of avote [to secede] 
as a way of opposing the war,” he says. 

But Jeroloman was turned off by 
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when you take that ... away from them? 
What do they do?” 

Other downtown business owners 
have had run-ins with Pickering. Rob 
Shatney, general manager of the Polka 
Dot Restaurant on North Main Street, says 
Pickering has been permanently banned 
from the diner for being "abusive to one of 

"A lot of people around here have issues 
with him ... He seems kind of unstable,” 
Shatney says. 

Johnson claims he’s spoken to Pickering 
several times about respecting Ford's space, 
staying away from Ford's patrons and not 
bothering them about where they park. 

“I’ve told Bob, 'You can’t call someone 
“nigger” anymore, because we don’t use 
that word,’” Johnson says. “It's not ’faggot.' 
It’s just David.” 

According to Johnson, Pickering comes 
from a “very rough background." He admits 
his tenant can come across as “very scary 
to some people," but he doesn’t believe 
Pickering is capable of hurting anyone, nor 
does he believe Pickering killed Ford's cat. 

Johnson recounts a story from several 
years ago in which a woman’s dog wan- 
dered into the street and got hit by a car. 
Johnson claims that Pickering ran into 


traffic to give the dog mouth-to-mouth re- 
suscitation. “Does that sound like someone 
who abuses animals?” he asks. 

Johnson, who gets choked up talking 
about his tenant, explains that he has a soft 
spot for "whatBob represents ... He’sbeing 
productive in the only way he knows how 
to be ... and given a hard time and ostra- 
cized for who he is. 

"To me, Bob is eccentric. David is ec- 
centric,” he adds. "There may be bigotry 
on both sides.” 

But Ford has no sympathy for his 
neighbor. He says he’s filed complaints 
repeatedly with the Hartford Police and 
gotten nowhere. 

"The police come down here, have a 
chat with Bob, they laugh it off and then 
drive away,” Ford says. "And that’s what 
happens again and again.” 

Ford says he has no idea who did the 
graffiti next door. “Hateful defacement is 
antihetical to everything we are trying to 
do in town.” Ford says about the swasti- 
kas.” Capt. Tim Rich of the Hartford Police 
Department describes the ongoing ten- 
sions as “just a couple of neighbors feuding 
back and forth, as simple as that 

"We’ve been dealing with this for a 
year," Rich adds. “They just can’t get along, 
and call us every time one of them does 
something the other doesn't like.” 


Ford has also contacted the Vermont 
Human Rights Commission but was told 
there’s little it can do. 

"If there are criminal acts, it rests with 
the Hartford Police Department," explains 
Robert Appel of the VHRC, “and if there 
are potential hate crimes, with the Office 
of the Attorney General." 

Ultimately, Ford recognizes that, short

there’s little he can do, since many of 
Pickering’s actions are protected speech. 

“He has a right to call me a faggot, and 
I have the right to call him a toothless, 
ignorant hillbilly,” Ford says. “But when 
he goes after my patrons and interferes 
with my business, that’s when itbecomes a 
problem.” Not just for Ford, but for White 
River Junction. © 
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Steele's uncompromising stance, he says, 
so much so that he recently removed 
the word “secession” from his campaign 
website. In fact, Jeroloman sits on the 
Progressive Party’s state committee and is 
backing Peter Shumlin, a Democrat, in the 
governor’s race. 

“I agreed to run on the basis of what I 
believe in, but I don't accept everything they 
believe in," Jeroloman says. “ [Naylor] has 
me listed as a secessionist candidate, but I’m 
probably not fully on board with that” 

Filling out the slate of Senate candi- 
dates, and representing various secession- 
ist stands, are business consultant Robert 
Wagner in Addison County; bouncer 
Mikey Van Gulden in Chittenden County; 
and businessman William Cruikshank and 
political activist Dennis Morrisseau, both 
in Rutland County. 

The youngest hopeful is House can- 
didate James Merriam of Montpelier, a 
University of Vermont student and waiter 
who started attending secessionist meet- 
ups at the age of 15. Merriam was valedic- 
torian of Montpelier High School in 2007 
and made the case for secession in his 
graduation speech. 

Merriam believes Vermont must prepare 
for “a world without the United States" and 
that an independent Vermont presents "die 
best solution." Merriam, whom Naylor gives 
the best odds of actually winning, says he 


could function in a "presecession” legisla- 
ture, but his desire for independence “would 
color everything I did.” 

Vermont’s ballot access laws make it 
easy for independent candidates to run for 
office. Candidates for governor and lieu- 
tenant governor need only 500 signatures 
from registered voters. For state Senate 
and House, the thresholds are 100 and 50 
signatures, respectively. 

And yet the Second Vermont Republic 
has never before fielded candidates. Why? 

“No one would step forward," says

Naylor. “Dennis [Steele] has really broken 
the ice. It's a totally new ball game.” 

Nowhere on the ballot will the word 
"secession" appear; the term "indepen- 
dent,” which describes all manner of politi- 
cal orientations, serves as the all-purpose 
identifier. Naylor admits that poses a 
problem for voters unfamiliar with the 
secessionist candidates, and for candidates 
trying to clue in the electorate to their un- 
usual platform. 

"The vast majority of people in the state 
will notbe aware,” Naylor acknowledges. 

Frank Bryan, a UVM political science 


professor who spent years arguing for 
Vermont's secession, says running candi- 
dates was always agoal of the movement But 
he argues its current approach is wrong. 

"One of the problems with all the seces- 
sionists is they’re impatient,” says Bryan, 
who has turned his back on secession. 
"They want to go to the top immediately 
with candidates who really don’t have a lot 
of experience in governing.” 

What candidates like Dennis Steele 
should do, Bryan argues, is run for school 
board and city council before seeking 
statewide office, to establish a record, gain 
experience and earn the trust of voters. 

Naylor calls that argument "totally 
absurd. 

“Dennis Steele has done more for the 
Vermont independence movement in the 
last six months than anyone has done in 
the last seven years,” Naylor says. “The 
only way you could have that platform is 
by running for governor.” 

Naylor knows his candidates face an 
uphill battle. Even though one UVM poll 
suggested 13 percent of Vermonters favor 
secession, he doesn't expect that to trans- 
late directly into votes. Naylor would be 
happy if Steele got 10 percent, he says, 
itself a lofty goal. 

Naylor knows the word "secession” 
carries some very negative connotations. 
"Secession is anathema. Secession is failure. 
Secession is civil war. Secession is racism,” 
he admits with obvious frustration. “Those 
are hard things to overcome.” ©

A Three-Part International 
Sculpture Exhibit 
Champions Biodiversity 



E ast and West come together in a 
creative collaboration in Vermont 
this month, with 44 Japanese and 
Americans exhibiting artworks 
indoors and outdoors in three locations. 
“On the Planet,” a show exploring the 
theme of biodiversity, is spread among 
the flynndog in Burlington’s South End; 
Millstone Hill, an abandoned quarrying 
complex in Barre Town; and studio place 
arts (SPA) in Barre. SPA organized this 
follow-up to a similar interchange that 
took place early this year in Nagoya, 
Japan. The entire undertaking was 
inspired by the 10th anniversary confer- 
ence of the United Nations Convention 
on Biological Diversity, which meets in 
Nagoya next month. 

Plainfield sculptor emiko sawaragi 
gilbert, a native of Japan represented in 
the current shows by twisty constructs 
of branches and vines, made the initial 
connections with a Nagoya artist/cura- 
tor that culminated in “On the Planet’’ 
Gilbert worked with SPA’s executive 
director sue higby and artist janet van 
fleet in arranging this elaborate but low- 
budget trio of multimedia shows, along 
with concurrent visits to Vermont by 
five Japanese artists and four students 
from a fine-arts university near Nagoya. 

“We did a lot with very little," says 
Van Fleet, who showed her own work 
in the Nagoya show. “It’s actually quite 
remarkable what SPA has been able to 
accomplish.” 

The Flynndog portion, easily ac- 
cessible to Art Hoppers this weekend, 
features outstanding work by three 
Japanese artists. 


Osaka’s Kita Yoshiaki displays dark- 
toned, close-up pigment prints of animal 
skin and fur that take on an otherworldly 
quality. His images of gnarled, mottled 
or silken textures hang alongside an 
equally startling series of drawings, col- 
lectively entitled “Total Eclipse,” by New 
York-based Shige Moriya. Without the 
identifying label, viewers would never 
guess the delicately crafted allusions to 
sun storms and supernovas are crafted 

A pair of wood reliefs by hisanori 
morimoto is an elegant introduction to 
the Flynndog show. In “Volcano,” the 
79-year-old Waterbury sculptor has 
carved craters and blasted blisters on 
two joined slabs of birdseye maple, one 
of which is painted black. Morimoto 
has done something similar but more 
painstakingly detailed in the adjoining 
“Wave." 

“On the Planet” isn’t intended to be 
an international throwdown, but com- 
parisons between the American and 
Japanese artists are inevitable. Visitors 
to SPA will most likely conclude that the 
Vermonters have held their own in this 
high-quality matchup. Among the local 
stars is janet Fredericks. In “A River Has 
a Right to Its Curves” the Lincoln artist 
uses watercolors — appropriately enough 
— to depict the colors of the water in the 
New Haven River. The nature forms 
built by zelma loseke of East Corinth also 
command attention, while “Adaptation” 
by Montpelier’s gowri savoor fills most 
of a wall with several concentric circles 
made of threaded-together maple-seed 
“helicopters.” 


The 15 or so pieces installed along a 
mile-long loop at Millstone Hill make 
inventive use of a site billed as “central 
Vermont's manmade natural wonder.” 
Visitors may come away as impressed 
with the setting as with the artworks, 
some of which will be left in place to dis- 
solve into their surroundings. 

At Millstone, 70 miles of biking, hiking 
and cross-country skiing trails weave 
past piles of stone and flooded quar- 
ries left behind by small, independent 
operations that were supplanted in the 
20th century by Rock of Ages and other 
Barre-area granite companies. Near a 
towering pair of neatly stacked blocks 
resembling an Incan ruin, new-media 
artist jenn karson of Colchester has in- 
stalled a "shimmer of sound” inspired by 
Millstone’s multifaceted environment. 

Hardwick sculptor james teuscher 
rests tusk-like cedar beams on a pair of 
wishbone-shaped supports at a high 
point in a meadow to mark the exhibit’s 
entry point. Following the trail, visitors 
soon come upon “Inside Out," chris 
nelson’s array of four ropes extending 
from the walls of a quarry and inter- 
secting just below its watery surface. 


Laughter may be heard nearby as walk- 
ers happen on mary sweeney's Holstein- 
colored “Bed” perched incongruously 
on a rise in the forest. 

The Japanese artists in “On the 
Planet” offer generally flattering com- 
ments about Vermont. Utterly differ- 
ent, Van Fleet notes, is Nagoya, a large 
city noted for its Toyota plant. But 
Mie Matsuyama and Sae Nakano both 
present less complimentary takes on 
Western civilization. In “Greeting to the 
Forest,” Matsuyama crafts a flower out 
of a crushed Budweiser can. In Nakano’s 
"EMANON” - which spells “NONAME” 
backward — bar codes are visible on 
pieces of painted plastic. ©

Wrangles the 
Runway at 
the Art Hop

A dress made completely out of 
condoms. Clothing sparkling 
with battery-operated lights. 
If fashion never struck you as 
art before, it will after Saturday’s "Strut 
V,” this year’s SOUTH END ART HOP catwalk 

“Fashion and art go hand in hand," 
says fashion-show consultant BRADLEY 
JORDAN. The25-year-old Maryland native 
should know. Even planning a runway 
exhibition is a fine craft. "Timing is 
everything in the show,” he explains. “It 
can make or break what you’re trying to 
do with the audience.” 

Jordan, who studied fashion design 
and marketing at the Art Institute of 
York, Pa., is no stranger to running the 
runway.

According to Kabbalah lore, creation could happen only after God 
performed a tsim-tsum, the Hebrew word for contraction, to give mortals 
some room. Estrin imagines God "contracting" a second time. He wants 
people to stop pestering Him with their whiny prayers and start becoming 
more godlike themselves. "I mean." God asks, "if I'm all Good and maddeningly 
ubiquitous, where is there room for Goodness elsewhere?" 

There's nothing mystical or magical about this process. God eats Himself 
starting with the tail. Estrin gives the Creator a body that's very material 
indeed, and the results are thought provoking, grotesque and just plain 
funny. Take God's response to someone who doesn't recognize Kabbalah 
doctrine: "Even Madonna gets a better grade than you. No, not Madonna, the 
BVM ... the Madonna..." 

Imagine God performing His own theodicy in the style of postmodern 
vaudeville and you're starting to get the idea. To learn more about where 
Estrin gets his ideas, catch him at the upcoming Burlington book festival. 
where he discusses reworking great literature of the past at a panel called 
"Piggy-Back on the Shoulders of the Classics." 

The other panelists are seth steinzor, the South Burlington poet who 
recently updated Dante's Inferno in To Join the Lost, and Deborah Noyes, 
author of Angel and Apostle, a 2005 novel that imagines the life of Hester 
Prynne's daughter.

ingredients, nine months of pa- 
tient construction, and 10 years 
parked in front of the TV. Voila, 
the cutest little robot you can 
imagine. 

Does it walk? You bet. Does it 
talk? Like a champ. D oes it think? 
Let’s not expect miracles. You 
also have the problem of having to 
feed it Happy Meals on a regular 
basis rather than storing it on the 
recharging stand till next needed. 
Nonetheless, it’s hard to imagine 
why you’d spend 90 jillion dol- 
lars replicating what you’ve got a 
globe full of bipeds churning out 
at their own expense. 

I’m not claiming there’s no 
need for robots. However, the 
goal of commercial robotics is to 
produce machines capable of re- 
liably performing a tiny subset of 
human functions without need- 
ing bathroom breaks or asking 
for a raise. These special-purpose 
, devices, ranging from assembly- 
3 line welders to carpet sweepers, 
* bear little or no resemblance to 
; the living workers they replace. 


That’s just as well, because to the 
extent that they do: 

It’s creepy. Let’s set aside for 
the moment whether we’ll ever 
see general-purpose positronic 
robots like the ones in Isaac 
Asimov's sci-fi novels. An entre- 
preneur might well see a market 
for a machine that duplicated the 
appearance of a human for use as 
a product demonstrator, say, or — 
let’s be blunt — a sexbot. But be 
honest: Would you really want to 
deal with one? 

Here we run into what 
Japanese robotics engineer 
Masahiro Mori called the "un- 
canny valley." People respond 
positively when inanimate objects 
are endowed with human char- 
acteristics — up to a point. But if 
the object begins to approximate 
humanness too closely without 
getting all the way there, affection 
gives way to revulsion. That’s the 
valley on the emotional-response 

Movie animators stray into 
the uncanny valley at their 
peril. The success of Pixar pro- 
ductions such as the Toy Story 
series, A Bug’s Life, etc., suggests 


we’re delighted by 
animated creations 
that are recogniz- 
ably caricatures. 
But many blame the 
chilly response to 
Final Fantasy: The 
Spirits Within and 
The Polar Express 
on the fact that the 
human characters 
in these films were 
too lifelike to be 
endearing but not 
lifelike enough to 

An android presents the same 
problem. If you're going to go to 
the trouble of creating a human- 
seeming cable-guy-bot, you don’t 
want to find you’ve succeeded 
just enough to freak the custom- 


Finally, let’s n 
fundamental problem: 

Making a good android is really 
tough. A convincingly human 
robot needs to do two things. 
First, walk the walk, which is to 
say, closely reproduce not just 
human appearance but human 
movement and, second, talk the 
talk, meaning not just that it 
sounds like a person but that it 
interacts with it 


The purely mechanical part is 
plenty difficult. Honda engineers 
have been working on robots 
capable of walking since 1936: 
one early model incorporated a 
computer, 32 motors, a battery, a 
radio and numerous sensors and 
weighed 462 pounds. The cur- 
rent model, called ASIMO, has 
been slimmed down to 95 pounds 
and can walk in a circle (no mean 
feat) and ... well, the engineers 
call it "running," but top speed is 
less than 4 miles per hour, which 
is more like a slow jog. If you’re 


looking for a droid that can do the 
hokey-pokey, that could be a ways 
down the road. 

But realistic movement is just 
the start. The bigger challenge is 
getting the robot to behave like a 
human. The classic standard here 
is the Turing test, discussed in 
this column in the past: whether 
a machine's conversational re- 
sponses can be distinguished 
from those of a person. Some big 
heads in the world of artificial 
intelligence have spent decades 
arguing whether a machine that 
passed die Turing test would be 
truly thinking, but all we need for 
our purposes is a convincing fake. 
Even optimists doubt we’ll reach 
that modest goal before 2029. 


Despite the difficulties, buffs 
claim more lifelike robots would 
be better adapted to the human 
environment than the primitive 

entirely buying this — experience 
suggests it’s generally simpler to 
redesign the environment than 
the machine. (Example: Other 
than buildings, arguably the most 
sustained capital investment in 
history has been in flat, rolling 
surfaces for wheeled vehicles.) 
Still, progress being what it is, 
maybe someday we really will 
have mechanical maids like in the 
old "Jetsons” cartoon show. But 
androids that can persuade you 
diey’re human, or close to it? I 
won't say never. But not soon.

A Pine Street landmark's "renaissance" kicks off the Art Hop 



B ehind the Maltex Building on 
Pine Street is a life-size copper 
sculpture of a man working a 
drill press. The figure commem- 
orates Fred Barrett, a well-loved employee 
of Shelburne Shipyard who, according to 
local legend, never missed a day of work in 
his 60-year career. 

You might wonder why “Fred Barrett,” 
created by Vermont sculptor Dennis 
Sparling, graces the Maltex Building. The 
former factor)' has little to do with ship- 
wrights: It was built in 1900 for the Malted 
Cereal Company (later renamed Maltex) 
and is now an incubator building for small 
businesses. The place has a desirable 
postindustrial look — high ceilings, over- 
size windows, exposed beams, restored 
hardwood floors. 

The Maltex’s owner, Derrick “Rick” 
Davis of Stowe, is delighted to explain why 
he commissioned the sculpture and had it 
installed in 1985, just a year after he bought 
the building. For one thing, he meant it as 
a tribute to Barrett’s “amazing work ethic.” 
Davis had worked with Barrett at the ship- 
yards for four years following a post-college 
stint in the Navy. 


But mostly, Davis thought the artwork 
was apropos for a structure that is a work 
of art itself. 

“It’s just a fantastic building,” Davis en- 
thuses on a recent walk through the brick 
edifice and its L-shaped, cinder-block 
wing, a single-story warehouse extension 
added around 1950. Davis, who looks to 
be in his mid-sixties but admits only to 
being 49, says the building was “just a 
shell” when he bought it from the Vermont 
Development Credit Union early in his 25- 
year career as a real estate developer. He 
has since redirected his energies — in 2000 
he cofounded the Permanent Fund for the 
Well-Being of Vermont Children, an out- 
growth of which is Mobius, a mentoring 
program. But Davis kept the Maltex. 

Over the years Davis has made sure the 
aesthetically appealing building shows 
art year round. The hallways on all four 
floors typically display two semiannual 
collections curated by Burlington City 
Arts’ Art Sales and Leasing staff, and the 
building hosts artwork submitted to the 
annual South End Art Hop. At the 2010 
Hop, this Friday and Saturday, the Maltex 
will be the focal point; in addition to the 


art inside, the building itself will be an 
aesthetic destination. 

That’s because Davis has invested in 
large-scale renovations to the structure 
this year — the first since he bought it 
Changes range from significant energy- 
efficiency measures to subtle use of paint 
to the installation of a landscaped garden. 
“The theme is the whole renaissance of the 
building,” says Davis. "After 25 years, it’s 
time to bring it into the 21st century." 

The most visible part of the renova- 
tions is the L-shaped wing’s new exterior 
on Pine Street. Chic corrugated metal and 
wood-composite panels now hide the 
forgettable salmon-colored cinder-block 
structure beneath. Cut into the metal are 
the building’s logo — the Barrett sculp- 
ture in silhouette — and name. The latter 
wraps around the comer of the L so that 
an uncapitalized “malt” faces east and 
“ex" faces north. 

Steve Kredell, of TruexCullins in 
Burlington, was the chief architect on the 
job. “It’s a rain screen," he explains of the 
eye-catching facade. “The [concrete block] 
is still the exterior skin, so we were able 
to perforate that metal without worrying 


| about it.” Perforation was done with a 
S high-precision water jet, according to 
5 architect Matthew Bushey, writing on the 
p TruexCullins blog. 

The inside corner of the L, accessed 
from the parking lot on the west side, 
received a much deeper makeover. The 
wing itself was converted from warehouse 
space to five high-ceilinged offices, some 
with original polished-concrete floors, 
or bamboo wall paneling. And the load- 
ing dock, where trucks once idled next 
to two huge Dumpsters, is now a garden 
with gravel swaths, clumped grasses, lawn, 
benches and a stunning handicap ramp, all 
designed by landscape architects H. Keith 
Wagner Partnership of Burlington. 

“It’s another world,” Davis declares. 

Pointing out the garden’s centerpiece — 
the curved ramp made of dark fascia board 
— Davis comments, “It’s pretty unusual; 
it’s like a piece of sculpture.” 

Turns out the businessman is himself 
a sculptor: In 1995 he took four years 
off from managing the Davis Company, 
his real estate venture, to attend the 
SculptureCenter in New York. 

The Maltex wing's renovations may 
strike some as incongruous with the 
elegant brick landmark from which it ex- 
tends, but the strictly utilitarian space was 
never meant to blend in. “We were think- 
ing to upgrade the whole building with a 
look that complemented the nice, old brick 
building, but didn't try to be like it,” Davis 
explains. “Also, we wanted something that 
was a little more hip and modern.” 

Architect Kredell adds that they 
wanted to honor the changing face of Pine 
Street, where the concentration of artists 
and start-up businesses occupying afford- 
able, postindustrial buildings has created a 
unique vibe. 

Renovations to the original brick 
building are less obvious and intended to 
highlight its architectural details, many 
of which seem extravagant given the 
building’s former use as a factory. Built 
on a handsome, raised red-stone base, the 
building is lined with rows of lofty win- 
dows. One row — so tall that its windows 
span two floors — is topped by semicircular 
arches accented with granite keystones. 

The Maltex has been on the Vermont 
State Register of Historic Places since 
1978, according to Mary O’Neil, a historic- 
preservation specialist and associate plan- 
ner at Burlington’s Planning and Zoning 
Department. She and a team of historians

Davis’ first step in upgrading this historic 
brick structure was to hire Building Energy, 
of Williston and White River Junction, to 



brick hallway walls were repainted in 
what Kredell calls "richer colors,” includ- 
ing a warm yellow that echoes the exterior 
wood panels. "The walls used to be gray or 
green and [the paint] didn't go above the 
arches,” Kredell notes, "so, in a way, the 
paint became more important than this 
beautiful structural element.” 

The art-hangingrods lining thosebrick 
walls are currently bare as the building 
receives finishing touches — a fact that 
unsettles Davis as he strolls the halls. 
"It makes such a difference having the 
artwork,” he declares, glancing down an 
empty corridor. 

The artwork will be back in force by 
Friday evening, when Davis hosts the Art 
Hop Kick-Off and Maltex Renaissance 
Celebration from a tented stage behind 
his building. The party will include 
live music and performance art, Davis 
reveals, involving kids from the Boys & 
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do an energy audit. Based on their recom- 
mendations, he replaced all the windows 
with high-energy-rated, custom-made ones; 
replaced each of the 26 offices’ furnaces and 
air conditioners with high-efficiency units; 
and installed energy-efficient lighting in the 
building’s common areas. 

Asked about the excessive cost of 
replacing windows — often so high that 
the return on energy savings never makes 
up for it — Davis doesn’t hesitate. "Some 
things are not about cost. Some things just 
have to be done.” Remarkably, he insists 
that the Maltex’s relatively low rents will 
notbe raised as a result of the renovations. 
Instead, he says, "the idea is to be more 
competitive” by offering better, more de- 
sirable spaces. 

Inside the building, TruexCullins en- 
cased elevator entrances in wood-veneer 
panels, and revamped the main southwest 
entry with new railings, natural stone and 
more wood veneer on the ceiling to cover 
up piping. "It was just spaghetti up there 
hanging everywhere,” recalls Kredell. 

With advice from Cecilia Redmond of 
Redmond Interior Design in Burlington,

Davis says art has always been part 
of the Maltex Building’s DNA, and he’s 
right — the Maltex company once hired 
the "Mr. Magoo” cartoonists to create ads 
for its most famous cereal, maple-flavored 
Maypo. But Davis can also be credited 
for the Maltex’s mixed art and industry 
genes, from the Barrett sculpture to the 
building’s incarnation as a sculptural 
work unto itself. (2)

Teaching Sessions 

The principal of Burlington's Sustainability Academy assesses year one 
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W hen Abi Sessions 
retired from her 
half-time principal 
position at Roxbury 
Village School in 2008, she was 
ready to leave her education 
career behind. She took a job as 
packing-and-shipping supervisor 
at Salisbury’s Blue Ledge Farm, 
a goat dairy and cheese-making 
farm owned by her daughter and 
son-in-law. But when Sessions 
heard about the opening for prin- 
cipal at the new Sustainability 
Academy at Lawrence Barnes 
in Burlington, she couldn't pass 
up the opportunity. Retirement 
would have to wait. 

After a year on the job, Sessions, 

61, has lost none of the enthusiasm 
that initially brought her out of 
retirement. She still views the gig 
as a "dream job” that squares with 
her personal values. She speaks 
passionately about the work 
students are doing to understand 
social-, economic- and environ- 
mental-justice issues. She can be 
moved to tears when recounting 
student projects about racism and 
disparity. 

The Sustainability Academy is 
one of two magnet schools that 
opened in Burlington in 2009. It 
is the first elementary school in 
the country with a sustainability 
theme, which was conceived 
in partnership with Shelburne 
Farms. The other magnet — the 
Integrated Arts Academy at H.O. 

Wheeler — features an interdisci- 
plinary curriculum based on visual 
and performing arts. Intergrated 
Arts’ first principal, Joyce 
Williams, was ousted recently 
after the school failed to meet No 
Child Left Behind requirements. 

Sessions faces similar chal- 
lenges at the Sustainability 
Academy, where 25 percent of the 
180 students are English language 
learners and nearly all qualify for

SD: It's sort of ironic that that's 
where the Sustainability 
Academy was. 

AS: We want our campus to 
reflect our curriculum. And 
when the renovation is finished, 
we’ll be much closer to that. We 
have some parents who wrote a 
$50,000 grant to install an energy- 
monitoring system, which will 
be installed during the renova- 
tion. Students, teachers, parents, 
anyone in the community will 
be able to come in and monitor 
energy usage. 


SD: How did the partner- 
ship between Barnes and 
Shelburne Farms come about? 

AS: Shelburne Farms has a whole 
arm of their program called the 
Sustainable Schools Project, so 
they were looking to work with 
schools. They worked a lot with 
Champlain, but I think they were 
excited to work with Barnes be- 
cause of the nature of the popula- 
tion. I think they thought if this 
is going to be scalable to other 
schools in other communities, 
they wanted to do it at Barnes 
where the population is really challeng- 
ing. Now, if this could work at Barnes, 
that would be a good indication that it 
could work kind of with any population. 


realize what [else] was new. I 
hope this year, even though we’re 
in temporary quarters [at St. 
Joseph Parish School], it will feel 
familiar. 

SD: What's all the construction 
going on at Barnes? 

AS: Well, it’s a very exciting 
project. We are getting virtually 
a whole new skin — new walls, 
new windows, new roof with a 
few solar panels, a new geother- 
mal heating and cooling system, 
and new lighting, so that it will 
be energy efficient. That building 
is currently the least energy effi- 
cient of any building in the whole 
school district. 


SD: When you say the population 
at Barnes is challenging, what does 
that mean? 

AS: Well, kids come to us with a lot of 
needs. There's a high rate of poverty. 
About 90 percent of the students here 
receive free or reduced[-price] lunch. 
The whole motivation behind magnet 
schools was to get socioeconomic inte- 
gration so that every school would come 
close to reflecting the poverty/middle- 
class balance across Burlington as a 
whole, which is about SO percent. So, in 
every class we take in, we try to achieve 
a 50/50 balance between middle class 
and not middle class. 


SD: Where do the kids from Barnes 

AS: Most of our registering parents 
either live in the neighborhood or very 
close. But we’re getting the mix that we 
desire, and we’re getting people who are 
really committed to the principles and 
ideals and practice of sustainability. 

SD: How do you sell Barnes to 
parents? What are students getting 
here? 

AS: They're getting this overarching 
system of values. We’re learning how 
to make the world a better place for 
everyone. That’s how the kids get it. If 
I had young kids right now, that would 
be a real selling point for me because it 
fits with my own values. A lot of parents 
write on their application forms that 
this program fits or extends their own 
family values. 

So, it’s about curriculum, but it’s 
about our campus and our school cli- 
mate and the service-learning piece 
and being active in your community. 
People come to visit and they can see 
that there’s something special going on 
here. One student said at the end of the 
year last year, "1 love my school because 
when bad things happen to you, people 
stick up for you.” And that’s kind of the 
study of social justice — the environ- 
mental piece, the economic piece and 
the social-justice piece, which influ- 
ences not only how we teach kids how 
to treat each other, but influences [the] 
curriculum. 

For instance, you have 8- and 9-year- 
olds learning about highly charged issues 
like segregation. At the end of the unit, 
the students had to write on a bulletin 
board one important thing they learned. 
And the bulletin board was so powerful. 
But the one that really choked me up, 
and I’m going to cry when I say it to you, 
said, “You don’t have to be famous to 
fight racism, you just have to be coura- 
geous.” I think that’s so powerful. And 


I don't know of any other school where 
8- and 9-year-olds would be learning 
that curriculum content. 

SD: Is sustainability part of every 

AS: Everyone has project time built into 
their schedule, which is where they do 
hands-on science and social studies. 
We do more science and social studies 
here than other schools because it lends 
itself to sustainability. Then there are 
the campus practice things, like, in the 
lunchroom there’s trash and compost 
and recycling. So the kids learn in the 
lunchroom what goes where and how to 
take care of things. It’s such a compre- 
hensive vision. 

SD: What are some of the ways that 
sustainability education plays out in 
the curriculum? 

AS: Not last year, but the year before, a 
fourth -grade teacher named Kelly Smith 
did a whole unit on a sustainable busi- 
ness. It was fantastic. The process was 
amazing. They first decided what were 
the characteristics of a sustainable busi- 
ness — treat your employees well, you 
have to give back to your community, 
you can’t make something that harms 
your environment — and they worked 
with local businesspeople to develop 
that list 

Then they brainstormed possible 
businesses they could do and did some 
market research. So, what they decided 
to do was take pictures and sell them. 
Then they met with a professional 
photographer about how to take a good 
picture. Then they went out and took 
pictures around the neighborhood, and 
each child picked one or two as their 
photograph. Then they had to write 
short, reflective pieces about why they 
liked that picture and what it was a 
picture of. They got recycled frames, 
framed their photographs, hung them in 
the hall and had an opening.

I 
think you need a separate time to teach 
math and you need some time to teach 
the principles of literacy. You need some 
instruction on the techniques and tools 
of writing effectively. But if you’re gong 
to do a hands-on project of any depth, 
you're going to blur those lines. 

Our fourth and fifth graders were 
studying soil and geology and they 
made a connection with the farmers at 
the Intervale. So they did an integrated 
unit that started with soils, but then was 
about how people get to be farmers, 
what a farmer’s life is like, and what 
they like about their job, and how they 
do their work. 

So, there you have a bleeding out of 
subject matter into multidisciplinary 
areas, which makes for a very rich study. 
The fourth graders got to go down to 
the Intervale and help the farmers har- 
vest. Then they came back and wrote 
poems about their experience harvest- 
ing, which were so moving. Then they 
cooked a community dinner for 200 


people from the root vegetables that 
they harvested. 

SD: How does a sustainability cur- 
riculum like this help keep students 
engaged? 

AS: They’re engaged because their 
learning is meaningful and they can 
also have a hand in guiding that learn- 
ing. I think it’s important to give kids as 
much voice as we can in what they will 
learn. Like, they have a right to notice 
things that could be better, know that 
they themselves can make things better. 
And that involves going outside the four 
walls of the school. 

Sustainability is a cause that’s near 
and dear to my heart, and the whole 
idea that education is one way of trans- 
forming the world, one second grader 
at a time. So it’s really thrilling to me to 
be part of this amazing project, which 
is first in the nation to focus on sustain- 
ability. ©

There is an alternative. A Montpelier- 
based company called YouBiligence 
is providing a service to colleges and 
universities around the country that 
most are ill equipped to handle on their 
own: UDiligence is a software program 
that monitors the social-networking ac- 
tivities of student athletes for potentially 
embarrassing and damaging words and 
images. When it finds one, UDiligence 
automatically sends an email alert to 
coaches and administrators — ideally 
before the information becomes a source 
of public humiliation, or worse. 

Kevin Long, 39, is the founder and 
chief executive officer of YouDiligence. 
He describes himself as a former

According 
to Lung, some universities are now 
paying as much as $6000 a year to moni- 
tor the online activities of 750 athletes. 
To date, more than two dozen colleges 
and universities around the country 
have enrolled in UDiligence, and new 
contracts are being added all the time. 


"Business is great right now," says 
Howe, one of the company's dozen 
or so employees based in Montpelier. 
(Long also maintains an office in West 
Lafayette, Ind.) “It’s definitely picking 
up steam." 

In fact, while UDiligence was ini- 
tially designed for coaches and athletic 
departments, interest in the service 
has since expanded to other aspects of 
campus life, such as student employees 
and ROTC programs. Long suggests it 
might not be long before some colleges 
olfer this service to all their students. 

“If I were a college student today, 
I would want this on my account,” he 
says. "What may seem innocuous to me 
may not necessarily be innocuous to a 
potential employer." 

I f the idea of an unblinking eye 
scanning students’ Facebook posts 
for naughty words strikes you as 
a bit Orwellian, you’re not alone. 
Two years ago, when YouDiligence first 
began marketing its services to schools, 
the company raised eyebrows at the 
Foundation for Individual Rights in 
Education (FIRE), a nonprofit organiza- 
tion dedicated to protecting students’ 
free speech and other civil rights. 

“Does the online student speech 
monitored by YouDiligence really fall 
under the purview of collegiate athletic 
departments?” wrote New York attorney 
and former FIRE intern William Creeley 
in a January 14, 2008, post on the FIRE 
website. “What degree of privacy can a 
student athlete expect to enjoy? Further, 
if schools feel comfortable monitoring 
online speech for athletes, whatis to stop 
them from extending their observations 
to the general student population?” 

But, as Long points out, YouDiligence 
isn’t violating anyone's privacy if they’ve 
already chosen to make something 
public by posting it online. 

“This is not about freedom of speech,” 
he argues. “We’re not telling people they 
can’t post something. All we’re doing is 
reporting when that content is posted. 
It’s the school that has the conduct 
policy, notus.” 

Moreover, Long emphasizes that 
the goal of UDiligence isn’t to punish 
young people for youthful indiscretions. 
Instead, he sees it as a “mentoring tool” 
that can teach students a valuable lesson 
about protec tingtheir name and reputa- 
tion in an era when words and images 
can live forever online. 

“It's not *Big Brother,'” Long says. 
“It’s Big Mother. A mother bear does 
everything she can to protect her cubs." 

He may be onto something. As 
Google CEO Eric Schmidt told the Wall 
Street Journal several weeks ago, “I 


don't believe society understands what 
happens when everything is available, 
knowable and recorded by everyone 
all the time.” According to the Journal 
article, Schmidt theorizes that, one day, 
all young people will qualify for a new 
identity upon reaching adulthood, in 
order to erase the negative images of 
them compiled on their friends' social- 

Indeed, Long believes his company 
does more than just protect young 
people’s identities and reputations. It 
can also protect their lives. 

Shortly after UDiligence launched in 
2008, the company began developing a 
new product for parents and caregivers 
of children under the age of 18, which 
was designed to protect them from web 
predators and cyber bullies. 

YouDiligence — the second service 
has the same name as the company — 
alerts parents whenever their child 
makes an inappropriate or potentially 
dangerous post on a social-networking 

Long explains that he got the idea in 
2008 while listening to a radio report 
about Brooke Bennett, the 12-year-old 
Randolph girl who was allegedly ab- 
ducted, raped and murdered by her own 
uncle. At the time, much of the police 
investigation focused On the girl’s ef- 
forts to meet up with someone she'd met 
through MySpace. 

“Right then it struck me that we had 
a tool we were using that was helping 
people protect their reputation, and that 
it might actually be helpful to parents, 
too," Long says. “This is completely a 
mentoring and educational tool and 
we encourage parents to use it as a way 
to improve their communication with 
their child." 

Like UDiligence, the YouDiligence 
software can be customized to monitor 
for specific words, names or phrases, 
such as references to popular teenage 
hangouts. As Long puts it, “There are 
unlimited possibilities of things that can 
be searched for.” 

Oddly, while YouDiligence (the com- 
pany) appears to be growing — Long 
reports that a “large school” in the 
Southeastern Conference just signed up 
this year, as did another in Conference 
USA — to date no Vermont colleges or 
universities are on board. But Long 
hopes that will change eventually, as 
more schools learn about his product 
and recognize the value of the service it 
provides. 

“A lot of people say that athletic 
departments only care about wins and 
losses,” Long says. “But this is really 
preparing student athletes for the game 
of life.”©

All’s Fair in Love 
and Hormones 

Justin Bieber heats up the Champlain Valley Fair 



I t’s 3:30 p.m. Justin Bieber may have 
just hit the stage at the Champlain 
Valley Fair in Essex. Or maybe not. 
Scores of preteen girls are gathered 
at the fence just outside the grandstand, 
eager for a peek at their idol. “I think I 
saw him! He has a white hat!” one ex- 
claims breathlessly. 

Other girls, desperate for a look at 
the 16-year-old singer, have hopped on 
the Ferris wheel for a bird’s-eye view 
of sound check. Vendors on each side of 
the grandstand are already doing a brisk 
business in posters, glowsticks imprinted 
with Bieber’s name and $35 T-shirts. 

No matter how big the name, teen idols 
never seem to be above an appearance at 
a mall or county fair if the money is right. 
And the name Justin Bieber is huge. He 
is the youngest artist to top the Billboard 
200 charts since 1963, when Little Stevie 
Wonder achieved that feat. Bieber Fever 
seems alive and well in Essex Junction, 
though it doesn't measure up to the 
fervor that’s caused riots at other venues 
and resulted in canceled shows. 

I’m pushing 30, old enough to have 
g seen other idols rise and fall. I remem- 
> ber when Aaron Carter came to the fair a 
5 decade ago. According to the title of one 
g of his singles, Carter had “beat Shaq." 
3 Where is he now? Coming in fifth on 
“Dancing With the Stars.” 

Bieber may well be destined for a 
§ similar fate, but at the moment he’s ac- 
5 tually beating Shaquille O’Neal (on the 
6 “Shaq vs.” TV show) and has developed 
§ a strange bromance with the 38-year-old 
o athlete. Reality star Kim Kardashian, 29, 
has admitted that if the 5-foot-4-inch, 
108-pound pop moppet were of legal 
5 age, she would hit that, 
z At the Champlain Valley Expo, fan 
3 club VIPs have filed into the arena for a 
meet-and-greet, which is audible from 
outside. Listening in, I’m not sure Bieber 
and Kardashian would have much to 
talk about. Bieber turns on his version 
^ of charm, reciting Chuck Norris jokes 
§ in his still-unchanged voice. “An inter- 
2 viewer asked Chuck Norris what his 
~ favorite music is," he says with obvious 


glee. “Chuck Norris roundhouse kicked 
him and said, ‘That’s music to my ears.’” 

The jokes are met with startling 
silence. Apparently, the fans are too 
perplexed to fake a laugh. Mom and Dad 
have a few hours yet to explain who the 
hell the 70-year-old action star is and 
why their idol cares. 

Once inside, fans have more waiting 
to do. Finally, the show starts promptly 
at 7 p.m. with strains of “Sweet Dreams 
Are Made of This.” But it’s not Annie 
Lennox, or even Marilyn Manson. It is 
Vita Chambers, a 17-year-old performer 
with a great hair toss and not much of 
a voice. It doesn’t matter. The collective 
screams of the assembled create some- 
thing akin to a sonic boom. If my head 
explodes, I will not be surprised. 

Chambers performs for just 15 min- 
utes, followed by another teenybopper 
on the rise, Jessica Jarrell. Just 15, she 
recorded a duet called “Overboard” 
with Bieber on his album My World 
2.0. Jarrell has no live band and makes 
no secret of the fact that she’s not 
actually singing. She raises or lowers 
the microphone to her mouth at her 
leisure, mostly to chat into it over 
her recorded vocal track. She’s dis- 
tinguishable from her two backup 
dancers only because she’s less pol- 
ished than they are, and occasionally 
stops moving to lip-synch. The mo- 
tions remind me of Carmen Electra’s 
“Aerobic Striptease” videos and their 
relatively innocent use of classic floor- 
show moves. 

Next, Bieber collaborator Sean 
Kingston takes the stage. The 20-year- 
old released his first album in 2007, 
making him the elder statesman of this 
group. Kingston has a band and several 
backup singers, one of whom is so heavy 
I initially mistake him for the portly 
lead man. When Kingston enters, a 
couple of songs into his own set, he is 
unmistakable. In his orange outfit he 
looks like a pumpkin. His vocal, which 
appears to be not just prerecorded but 
Auto-Tuned, is mostly inaudible behind 
a wall of screams. Kingston instructs 


the audience to jump. On the creaky 
bleachers of the grandstand, it feels 
like an Indianapolis 500 tragedy in 
the making. 

Kingston slowly waddles around the 
stage, but the fans are out of their seats. If 
you want a preteen ass in your face, this 
is the place to be. Trying to watch the 
concert, I can’t seem to find anywhere 
for my eyes to land but on jean-shorted 
bums. One girl, who appears to be about 


13, has been busily texting for the dura- 
tion of the show. Now, she looks primed 
for an installment of Girls Gone Wild, her 
passions aflame, wiggling for the pump- 
kin onstage. I feel like a senior citizen. 

Finally, Kingston finishes with an 
entreaty to his fans to follow him on 
Twitter. Screens on either side of the 
stage begin a 15-minute countdown to 
the main event When we get to nine 
minutes, a trio of small boys beside 



me — one of whom bears on uncanny 
resemblance to Stand by Me-e ra Jerry 
O'Connell — begin counting down the 
seconds in very loud but squeaky voices. 
At five minutes, mass hysteria kicks in, 
and the screams are deafening. At two 
minutes, chants of "Justin!” begin and 
continue through much of the Xbox ad 
that starts the show. 

Bieber finally enters amid a blast of 
green lasers, smoke and Hashes from 
a giant LED screen at the back of the 
stage. He sings a song that I initially 
identify as “Lovefool,” the 1996 hit by 
Swedish band the Cardigans. It turns 
out the Bieb's peeps have just nicked the 
chorus, slightly changing the words. I 


he sings (apparently live for this song and 
a few others) in her face. 

"Vermont is home to three great 
things: Ben & Jerry's, Burton and some 
of my greatest fans. I’d do anything for 
my great fans,” Bieber tells the crowd. 
A young mother seated behind me 
asks, "Did he just say ‘Bernie’?” Alas, 
the teen sensation has not yet taken a 
socialist stance. 

This is followed by a video package 
of JB drumming, singing and ice skat- 
ing while, it appears, still in diapers. 
Clearly, Bieber’s teenage mom had 
plans for her boy. Strangely, when she 
appears on screen, the audience ex- 
plodes with cheers.

Bieber’s dance moves are surprisingly 
sharp. Maybe it’s their oversize jeans, 
but his backup dancers look sloppy in 
comparison.

She 
sweats under the hot lights and looks 
supremely embarrassed, leaning away as 


Putting aside the alarming Internet 
rumor that the star impregnated his 
own mom, it’s clear that she impreg- 
nated him with a razor focus. The clip 
ends with a barely verbal baby Bieber 
reciting the words, “I want to be on TV. 
I love you all.” 

The minutes slowly tick by. In 
daze, I forget to cover my 
during the scream- 
ing.

9:45, and the concert 
seems far from ending.

Suzanne: Although I, too, appreciated 
the crackling crust on the chicken, this 
was probably my least favorite burrito of 
the bunch. I generally dislike rice inside 
a wrap — it often serves as cheap filler 
rather than as an essential, flavorful 
component. 


Steak (rice, black beans, cheese) 
Dan: My favorite thing about both One 
Pepper burritos was that the staffers 
lightly grilled the outside of each wrap, 
giving it a crispy crust (something I often 
do at home). 

I especially appreciated that texture 
in contrast to the filling, a mushy mix of 
beef, beans and cheese. The spice gave 
it a little kick, which was nice. Adding 
the pico de gallo salsa that came on the 
side lent the burrito some much needed 
lightness (and vegetables). Otherwise, 
this thing had the potential for gut- 
busting greasiness. 


Alice: Chiles gave the meat — which 
appeared to be braised camitas style — a 
very earthy taste. The burrito reminded 
me of those at Taco Bell, but I like Taco 
Bell. Could have used some acidity to 
balance the meat and cheese, but overall 
it was pleasant. 


Suzanne: This time, the rice had soaked 
up some sauce, so was less of a problem 
for me. The portion of meat was gener- 
ous and the sauce was earthy and flavor- 
ful but needed some acidity to brighten 
it up. Thank goodness for the pico de 
gallo on the side. 


It’s a Wrap 

Seven Days writers rate the Burlington-area burrito scene

Alice: The rice appeared to be from 
down the street at China Express. It was 
white and unseasoned, fine for Chinese 
food but bland in a burrito. And while 
the chicken was ultra-crispy, there was 
a whole lot of crisp and not that much 
meat. The flavor of the Chinese sauce 
glazing the chicken was hard to place; 
it might be the same one used in sesame 
chicken. 


L egend has it that the taco de 
harina, now known as the bur- 
rito, was first crafted by Juan 
Mendez in Ciudad Juarez during 
the Mexican Revolution. Mendez wanted 
to serve full meals from his donkey cart, 
so he kept all the elements warm in a 
flour tortilla. Smart man. Nearly 100 
years later, we thank him for his grab ’n' 
go culinary contribution and the cute 
name by which we call it — a reference 
to the ass that got him to market. 

Since coming across the border, the 
burrito has grown both in size and popu- 
larity. How could it not? The only other 
way to get a whole meal in your hand 
is to toast up a Hot Pocket. To save you 
from resorting to such dangerous mea- 
sures, Seven Days staffers have evaluated 
the Burlington-area burrito options. 

For this survey, we selected only 
eateries that offer several tasty wrap 
selections, and ordered from each res- 
taurant the two options that sounded 
most exciting. All of them can be 
delivered right to your dorm or apart- 
ment by 863-TOGO. We food writers 
asked music editor Dan Bolles for help 
in evaluating the eats. He didn't mind 
too much, and provided some spicy 
commentary of his own. Ready, set,

The beans, too, were kind of 
sparse. The crisp and creamy coleslaw 
played well with the tangy BBQ sauce.

Dan: This was a fun concept, and 1 found 
myself enjoying the crunch from the 
celery inside the burrito — a creative 
touch. Heat and flavor were balanced 
nicely, aided by a generous amount of 
blue cheese. 


Alice: I'm a sucker for Buffalo sauce, 
and this one worked its way into every 
crevice of every grain of rice. Because 
the grains were tasty, I didn’t mind 
that the burrito was 50 percent starch. 
1 loved the novelty of eating chicken 
wings in burrito form. It was all really 
well integrated and made a very com- 
plete, satisfying dish. Though I prefer 
corn tortillas, the flour ones at Boloco 
were pleasantly chewy. 

Suzanne: Buffalo wings are a guilty 
pleasure for me, so I initially appreciated 
this fusion iteration, particularly be- 
cause it included crisp celery. However, 
after eating a “healthier” burrito and 
going back to this one, I found it a bit

I could have used 
more pork, generally, and 
felt the tangfrom the sauce 
overpowered any natural 
pork flavor. A better balance among the 
rice, slaw and pork would help. 


Alice: Though the burrito is called 
Memphis BBQ, it didn’t remind me 
much of any BBQ I’ve ever had. That 
said, the sauce was pleasantly spicy, 
and there was a lot of it: The thing 
could be called a “sauce burrito.” 
The creamy slaw was a great coun- 
terpoint to the vinegary, spicy sauce, 
but the pork flesh was a letdown, 
more weirdly knotted than meltingly 
tender.

Alice: Holy mayo, I think I’m drowning! 
While I liked the flavor of the Dijon and 
mayo mixture, there was way too much 
of it. The tortilla, on the other hand, was 
extraordinarily dry and powdery, like 
a tortilla cracker. The bacon was soggy, 
but, that said, the flavors worked for 
me, and 1 didn’t even mind the raw to- 
matoes and lettuce mixing with the hot 
ingredients. 

Suzanne: I would never have ordered 
this myself, but Alice was excited about 
it. New World’s housemade tortillas ap- 
pealed to me more than other, chewier 
versions I’ve tried — I don’t want to feel 
like a dog tearing at a chew toy when I 


eat my lunch — and I appreciated the 
very crunchy lettuce. 

Beef (cheddar cheese, greens, 
jalapenos, sour cream, salsa) 

Dan: The beef was a little closer to the 
mark for me. Again, the relative fresh- 
ness of ingredients was appreciated and, 
overall, it had a nice balance of flavors. 
Not much else to say. Solid all around. 

Alice: This was the balance of earthy 
and tangy we’ve been looking for. The 
beef was slightly spicy, with the most 
authentically Mexican flavor profile 
we’ve tried. I couldn't find anything 
wrong with it, but I still found the whole 
thing a little ... vanilla. 

Suzanne: I loved the occasional bites 
of jalapeiio and the rich, well-seasoned 
sauce on the beef. And, best of all, no 
rice! The classic combination may notbe 
weird enough for some (looking at you, 
Levitt), but this was a well-balanced, 
delicious burrito. ©

Birthday Party 

The charmed musical life of Kyle Thomas

in obscurity. They write 
■ V ■ songs in their bedrooms 

■ and practice in dingy base- 
ments. They suffer loud bar gigs, fight- 
ing to be heard above the ball game or 
the drunks. Sometimes that grind pays 
off — the songs turn heads, more book- 
ings follow. Some bands even have a 
good run, maybe make a record or two, 
and become minor celebrities in their 
hometown. When they break up years 
later, maybe folks remember them with 
fond nostalgia. 

But what if it didn't work that way? 
What if fans, bloggers, labels and press 
followed your every move simply be- 
cause, well, you’re making moves? 

Welcome to the charmed life of Kyle 
Thomas, a Brattleboro-based musician 
and the creative mastermind behind ris- 
ing indie sensations, and recent Sub Pop 
signees, Happy Birthday. Sure, he lives in a 
tiny studio and is pretty much broke all the 
time, but Thomas is rocking an extraordi- 
nary, fortuitous tun. It all began when he 
and fellow record-store employee Kurt 
Weisman created the eight-person freak- 
folk collective Feathers in 2004. 

Thatband caught the ear of Devendra 
Banhartand contributed to the freak-folk 
impresario’s 2005 album Cripple Crow. 
In 2006, Feathers released an epony- 
mous CD on Banhart and Andy Cabic's 
Gnomonsong label. Truly, Thomas and 
company fit in perfectly with the psych- 
folk movement of the early aughts — in 
one press photo, eight lily-white long- 
hairs in acid-head face paint peer out 
from behind tall field grass. 

As Feathers were recording and gig- 
ging, Thomas began collaborating with 
Asa Irons — also of Feathers — on songs 
for Witch, a mystical metal band with 
heavyweight J Mascis of Dinosour Jr. 
on drums and Dave Sweetapple on bass. 
Thomas also played guitar and sang on 
that band’s eponymous debut album, re- 
leased in 2006, and the follow-up, Para- 
lyzed, in 2008. 

“It’s kinda weird that I’m in all these 
bands that are fairly different sounding 
genre-wise,” Thomas writes recently 


via email. “But it’s really because I have 
a wide taste in music, and when I write 
songs, for some reason they are always 
all over the place ... I just get bored easily 
and my taste changes constantly.” 

Case in point: While playing in a 
punk band in high school, Thomas start- 
ed writing songs with more of a pop feel. 
He decided to record them by himself 
and play all the instruments. He called 
this personal project King Tuff. He had a 
completed record in the can when he put 
together a live band to go on tour with 
dance-punk duo Matt & Kim in 2006. 

As is often the way with these things, 
one of the guitarists in the live version of 
King Tuff happened to be friends with 
one of the guys who runs The Colonel 
Records, a record label in Brooklyn. The 
latter suggested his label should put out 
the King Tuff record on vinyl. Thomas 
rerecorded and remastered the songs, 
and Was Dead was released in 2008. 

That record reveals Thomas in a self- 


created throwback bubble; his shaggy 
pop suggests he looked at himself in the 
mirror and imagined what it was like to 
be in ’70s glam-rock bands such as T. Rex. 
A few of the songs, such as “Sun Medal- 
lion," attracted attention across the web 
from MySpace to the blogosphere, and 
eventually from the music fanatics at 
legendary indie label Sub Pop. 

When King Tuff performed as part of 
a Colonel showcase at the 2009 South 
by Southwest Conference in Austin, 
Texas, Dean Hudson of Sub Pop was in 
the crowd. Soon afterward, Hudson be- 
gan texting Thomas to tell him the label 
wanted to release the next King Tuff al- 
bum. But Thomas had another idea. He 
had started a new project with his best 
friend, ex-Feathers singer and drummer 
Ruth Garbus, and her boyfriend, guitar- 
ist and singer Chris Weisman. It was 
called Happy Birthday. 

Hudson's texts to Thomas reached 
a crescendo right as Thomas, Gar- 
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bus and Weisraan — Kurt Weis- 
man’s older brother — were re- 
cording Happy Birthday’s debut in 
Brattleboro with Burlington audio- 
auteur Ryan Power. Within days, the 
band went from “recording an album" 
to recording cm album for mother/uck- 
ingSub Pop. Thomas admits, with the 
hint of a smile in his voice, that there 
was some pressure. The resulting al- 
bum, Happy Birthday, was released in 
March 2010. 

Though this band has been Thom- 
as’ focus for the past year — the group 
just finished a West Coast tour and 
are prepping to go to the UK — the 
label actually signed Thomas on the 
strength of the King Tuff record. At 
the moment, he has enough songs for 
both projects. 

"They kind of choose their own 
path,” Thomas says of his songs. 
“King Tuff is more rock ’n’ roll, sexual 
rock ’n’ roll. Pop, but harder. Happy 
Birthday is more sensitive, I feel like. 
More pretty. A little more innovative, 
maybe, more focused on the chords 
and stuff. I don't know. It's so hard for 
me to talk about what the music is.” 

Opportunities for Happy Birthday 
keep knocking on Thomas’ door. As if 
the upcoming UK tour weren’t excit- 
ing enough, on September 14 — the 
day after an appearance at Winooski 
hotspot The Monkey House — the 
band hits the road with Dirty Projec- 
tors, currently one of the hottest in- 
die bands bubbling just under main- 

“I’m a little nervous,” Thomas ad- 
mits. “I feel like I need to, like, maybe 
add a little math-rock into my gui- 
tar playing," he says, pausing before 
breaking out in laughter. 

So what’s Thomas' secret? 

“The thing that has helped me 
have some success is that I've met a 
ton of amazing people over the years,” 
he says modestly. “And the more peo- 
ple you meet, the more opportunities 
seem to present themselves. 

“I can't really say that it’s been 
easy,” Thomas continues. “I’m still 
scraping by. But it means so much to 
me to be able to do what I want that 
it’s OK I’m broke sometimes. The 
most fun I have is when I make some- 
thing I really like. That’s a great feel- 
ing, truly unlike anything else.” ©

Villanelles 

(SELF-RELEASED. CD) 

On a frigid late-February evening in 2008, 1 
stumbled into Burlington's Radio Bean and 
caught a ragtag Champlain College band 
called Villanelles It was an underwhelming 
performance. The group bore all the telltale 
signs of the young, inexperienced band 
they were: derivative songwriting, overtly 
melodramatic hooks, aimless arrangements 
and, likely as a result, noticeable insecurity. 
Still, beneath those flaws lay a burning, 
nasce nt potential. Two and a half years, a 
couple of download-only EPs, and one 2010 
Seven Daysies award later — for Best New 
VT Band, no less — Villanelles are poised 
to finally deliver on that promise. And the 
proof lies in their sparkling, self-titled debut 
full-length, released last month. 

The aptly titled "Summertime Hit” leads 
off with Tristan Baribeau’s sun-soaked 
lead-guitar line ricochetingthrough the 
speakers like a pinball in a Coney Island 
arcade. The front man matches his bright 
riff with abreezy vocal delivery that belies 
the song’s brooding lyrics. His high, reedy 
tenor flits and swoons over splashes of Zane 
Gundersen's piano and a light rip current 
courtesy of bassist Evan Borden. 

“Wait It Out” is next, and starts out 
a little close to aping Clap Your Hands 
Say Yeah for comfort. But with a clever 
arrangement that features a number of 
surprising twists and a healthy dose of 
carefree vocal harmony, the band elevates 
the tune beyond mere hero worship. 

"Abstinence" is a kaleidoscopic gem, 
evoking the bright psychedelic pop of 
late-1960s bands such as the Association 
or, in darker moments, the Zombies It is 
possibly the album’s most ambitious cut, 
and certainly among its most artistically 
developed. A true stunner, 

"Getting Out of My Head” is a driving, 
mid-tempo scorcher. Baribeau’s dynamic 
delivery is purpose fill but vulnerable — or, 
in other words, everything you want in a 
good breakup song. 

"Heavy Breathing” lightens the mood 
in a cleansing wash of hazy guitar and 
piano. Villanelles are at their best on slower 
numbers, which allow more room to indulge 
fanciful instrumental arrangements and 
heady, narcotic vocal flourishes And, like 
“Abstinence" before it, this song is a fine 



example. As is the following number, “The 
Waltz," which provides a three-minute, 
mostly instrumental interlude before the 
record’s final act 

Following the relatively unremarkable 
‘Auto,” the band returns to form on the jaunty, 
“My Money Keeps Me Warm.” The song has 
hooksontop ofhooks, and resembles early 
Cold War Kids in both style and tone. 

The moody, searching “Our Love Song" 
sets up the disc’sclosingtune, ‘Sway by 
Design.” Where the former bristles with 
a combination of wonder and cautious 
hesitation, the latter explodes in a triumphant 
flurry of pop bombast, before yielding, 
contentedly, on a bed of airy guitar and piano. 

Catch Villanelles with the Dirty Watts 
and Pig Whistle this Friday at Langdon Street 
Cafe in Montpelier, and with Happy Birthday 
and Crinkles on Monday at Winooski's 
Monkey House.

Tiffany Pfeiffer 
and the Discarnate 
Band, Amor Frio 

(SELF-RELEASED. CD) 

From established stars Grace Potter and 
Anars Mitchell to risingtalents such as Myra 
Flynn, Maryse Smith and Anna Pardenik, 
Vermont suffers no shortage of supremely 
talented, young female vocalists. This 
collective embarrassment of riches grew 
even greater when neo-soul songwriter 
Tiffany Pfeiffer recently relocated to the 
Green Mountains from Brooklyn. Based on 
the strength of her debut EP, Amor Frio, 
recorded with crack backing ensemble the 
Discarnate Band, Vermonters will welcome 
her with open arms 

“These Years Later” begins with a 
melancholy piano progression buoyed 
by flecks of bright cymbal. That classic, 
late-night jazz feel then melds with a pulsing 
drumbeat, introducing the retro-modern 
aesthetic that defines the EP. Pfeiffer is

immediately compelling, unflir ling sensuous 
vocal lines with uncommon grace. Her 
delivery is tastefully restrained, which is all 
the more commendable given her obviously 
elite chops. By holding back, she heightens the 
listener’s anticipation, while also allowing her 
smartly crafted lyrics room to resonate. 

“Baby I’m Yours" is a sweet, rolling rock- 
steady number. Here, Pfeiffer resembles 
an updated version of longtime Skatalites 
collaborator Doreen Shaffer. Again, she 
offers just enough stylized flair to suggest her 
impressive vocal abilities without ever explicitly 



effective lyrical flow, it’s a savvy choice. 

“Broken Hearted” is the most 
overtmashup of the disc’s competing classic 
and modern idioms. Pfeiffer and MC Yah 
Supreme play up pop music’s time-honored 
coy damsel/charming rogue dynamic — 
think Ella Fitzgerald and Louis Jordan, Otis 
Redding and Carla Thomas or, more recently, 
the Amy Winehouse/Ghostface Killah remix 
of Winehouse’s “You Know I’m No Good.” 
The results are hit or miss, as Pfeiffer largely 
overshadows her slick rapping counterpart. 
But that's hardly his fault. 

“Conquistadora” is a sinewy Latin- 
jazz-inflected tune. Pfeiffer finally 
indulges some vocal acrobatics amid 
a shuffling phalanx of horn, flute and 
grooving lip right bass. The payoff is worth 
the wait. Few singers can match Pfeiffer’s 
raw talent, locally or otherwise. 

Amor Frio comes to a blissful close on 
“That Moment in the Stars.” The tender, 
aching ballad is perfectly suited to Pfeiffer's 
unique and timeless voice. 

Tiffany Pfeiffer and the Discarnate Band 
play this Thursday at Tosca’s at Trout River 
Traders in Montgomery Center, and again 
Friday at the Westford Farmers Market.

Curtis Hale, "Landscapes Near and Far" 


C urtis Hale’s current exhibit at 
the Northeast Kingdom Arti- 
sans Guild Backroom Gallery 
is divided between paintings 
of South Korea, where he was appren- 
ticed to painter Lee Jae-Hyo, and paint- 
ings of his home turf, Vermont. His ren- 
derings of both locales present lushly 
brushed skies billowing over moody 
landscapes. In his artist’s statement, the 
Danville-based Hale further categorizes 
his works as early, looser pieces; travel 
paintings from Asia; recent composi- 
tions that sometimes flatten space and 
simplify landscape elements into blocks 
of color; and new paintings of childhood 
haunts. Despite these disparate-sound- 
ing elements, the show is cohesive — the 
artist's distinctive hand is clear in each 
of the works. 

Hale was one of 10 artists selected for 
the Vermont Arts Council’s Art of Ac- 
tion project that concluded its yearlong, 
statewide tour this summer. His paint- 
ings — of steel bridges, crystalline skies 
and placid waters — revealed his facil- 
ity with the medium. In the Northeast 
Kingdom show, Hale considers both 
familiar and foreign terrain. All of these 
works seem like dual portraits: the artist 
painting the landscape, and simultane- 
ously painting his own sense of ease or 
displacement within it 

In “Intersection,” a volume of dark 
clouds builds into the upper left corner 



of the painting, pressing 
down on the scene below. 

A gash of white clouds 
and blue sky occupies the 
middle third, contrasting with the dark 
horizon. A pewter-blue street meets a 
crossroads under the muddled eye of a 
red stoplight. To the right, low build- 
ings skulk; a two-toned gas station with 
a peaked roof and a collection of parked 
cars sits close to a geometric, beige 
building, perhaps a defunct garage, that 
hangs back from the road. Its windows 
are hollow black rectangles. 

The composition is strong. A street- 


light's verticality and 
angular shape connect 
the darkness of the fore- 
ground to the whiteness 
of the clouds along the 
horizon, anchoring the 
former while drawing the 
eye back to slack power 
lines along the looming 
horizon. Painted in a nu- 
anced palette of moody 
grays and blues, “Inter- 
section” conveys the va- 
cancy of an early morning 
in rural America. Across 
the intersection, the 
dusty yellow high beams 
of an oncoming car inject 
a human presence into 
the painting. Hale clearly 
knows this landscape; you 
can imagine him sitting 
out there, painting before 
dawn and attempting to 

Hale's South Korea paintings, on the 
other hand, recall the emotional freight 
of Robert Frank’s photographs in his 
book The Americans. Frank immigrated 
to the United States in the late 1940s 
and began shooting the pictures for his 
book in the mid-’50s. The images are 
simultaneously complex and bare — a 
clear eye into a layered world that the 
artist seems to discover anew. Hale’s

paintings of South Korea hum with the 
same kind of excitement. 

In “Rainy Season I (building), South 
Korea,” painterly expanses of color seem 
stitched together. A periwinkle road 
sweeps the viewer into the foreground 
before snaking around a field to the left. 
To the right of the road, telephone poles 
pace methodically into the distance, 
past a cinder-block house with just one 
small window. New-looking roads and a 
wall of cliffs appear in the background. 
An angular gray building hunkers low 
against the cliffs, a contrast to the ges- 
tural curves of the wooded terrain. 
Hale's fresh yet muted palette of steely 
gray, warm greens and subtle sienna 
echoes the early-morning sensibility 
of "Intersection,” yet here, each stroke 
seems like a discovery. With the wide- 
open eyes of a first-time visitor, he ap- 
pears to have taken in every subtle shift 
in the scene and recorded them vividly, 
without interpretion. 

This is Hale’s gift: He sees. His paint- 
ings of Vermont and South Korea hang 
together companionably, each with an 
artistic honesty that truly is worth a 
thousand words.

Curses, Foiled Again 

People noticed Dennis Hawkins, 48, 
when he showed up at a shopping cen- 
ter supermarket wearing a woman’s 
blonde wig, a sweater with fake breasts 
under it and clown pants. Police in 
Swissvale, Pa., said Hawkins proceed- 
ed to a Kmart store, where surveillance 
cameras caught him shoplifting a BG 
gun. He then went to a nearby bank, 
showed a teller the gun and demanded 
money. Bank cameras recorded him 
stoppingbehind the bank to open the 
money envelope as a dye pack ex- 
plodes, causing him to drop some of 
the money. He ran to a nearby service 
station, hopped into the parked car 
of a woman and asked for a ride. The 
woman got out, taking her keys with 
her, and called police, who arrested 
Hawkins while he waited in her car, 
covered with red dye, the wig stuffed 
in his clown pants and still wearing the 
fake breasts. "He’d be my candidate for 
America's dumbest criminal,” police 
Chief Greg Geppert said. ( Pittsburgh

Authorities in Greene County, Ind., 
arrested Justin S. Johnson, 21, after a 
bank reported he was trying to cash a 
check for $1 million at the drive-through 
window. Sheriff’s Lt. Bryan Woodall said 
Johnson left without any money, but he 
had presented identification to prove 
he was the payee, and the teller photo- 
copied his driver’s license before inform- 
ing him the check wasn’t valid. ( Greene

No Squatting 

After attending a cultural awareness 
course run by a Muslim community ac- 
tivist in England, managers of a Roch- 
dale shopping mall installed two squat 
toilets. A familiar sight in parts of the 
Middle East and Asia, the toilets re- 
quire users to squat over a hole in the 
ground and are favored over flush toi- 
lets because they don’t need expensive 
plumbing, and allow users to assume a 
natural posture that proponents claim 
offers health benefits. The installation 
at the Exchange mall followed a class 
by Ghulam Rasul Shahzad, who re- 
ceived the Order of the British Empire 
from Queen Elizabeth II in June. The 
change didn’t sit well with Conserva- 
tive MP Philip Davies, however. “We in 
Britain are rightly proud of our toilets,” 
he declared, “and the onus is on people 
who come to this country to appreci- 
ate them for what they are” (Britain’s 
Daily Mail) 

Alt Inconvenient Truth 

Hotter-than-usual weather in Germa- 
ny this year resulted in a disappointing 
potato harvest, resulting in potatoes 


used to make french fries that are only 
1.8 inches long instead of the usual 2.2 
inches. "The french fries industry and 
consumers will have to brace them- 
selves for shorter fries,” said Verena 
Telaar of the German Farmers’ Asso- 
ciation. (Reuters) 

Groundskeeping Follies 

Instead of covering baseball diamonds 
with a tarp to keep them dry, Alberta’s 
St. Albert Minor Baseball Association 
dries rain-soaked playing fields by set- 
ting them on fire. The tradition could 
cost the nonprofit association $20,000 
after an official poured six liters of 
diesel fuel on one field and lit it. Within 
minutes, St. Albert firefighters arrived 
and extinguished the blaze, and a city 
hazmat team dug up the field to check 
for contamination. The city also forced 
the association to digup one of the 
pitching mounds found to be contami- 
nated with fuel. Association officials 
accused the city of overreacting, but city 
official Chris Jardine insisted the quick- 
dry practice puts both players and the 
environment at risk. (CBC News) 

First Tilings First 

A Utah judge sentenced Adam Man- 
ning, 31, to six months in jail for fon- 
dling a maternity nurse while she was 
wheeling the man’s pregnant girlfriend 
to the delivery room at an Ogden 
hospital. Because he was promptly 
arrested after the nurse reported the 
incident. Manning missed his child’s 
birth. (Ogden’s Standard-Examiner) 

Making Immigration Pay 

Montenegro, population 600,000, 
began offering citizenship to every- 
one who invests more than $662,650 
in the country. The government said 
its “economic citizenship program" 
is designed to encourage businesses 
to move to the tiny Balkan nation, but 
opposition leader Nebojsa Medojevic 
argued it would "only attract tycoons 
and corrupt politicians on the run.” 
(Reuters) 

Dutch Swingers 

A Dutch zoo invited Olympic gymnast 
Epke Zonderland to teach its orangutans 
how to swing through the trees. Ou- 
wehands Dierenpark Rhenen recently 
renovated its orangutan enclosure so the 
primates can swing from tree to tree as 
they do in the wild, but they apparently 
have been caged so long that they’ve lost 
the knack. “It is said that we can learn 
from apes how to climb, but this time 
they’ve asked me to get the apes back 
into the trees,” Zonderland, who com- 
peted in the high -bar event at the Beijing 
Olympics, told Dutch radio station BNR.
